- Commentary 

Document 1 states that compounds similar to those used in this application have 5-opioid 
receptor inhibitory activity. 

On the other hand, document 2 describes the use of 6-opioid receptor agonists in the treatment of 
frequent urination and urinary incontinence and states that they have the action of inhibiting 
reflex urinary bladder contractions. This examination finds that treatment of frequent urination 
and urinary incontinence by inhibiting reflex urinarj^ bladder contractions is widely known and 
the Examples of this application are based on this premise. 

However, the compound in document 1 is one that inhibits 8-opioid receptors. Therefore, the 
use of the compounds described in document 1 for the prevention and treatment of frequent 
urination and urinary incontinence is not self-evident to persons skilled in the art from the 
descriptions in those documents. 

As a result, the inventions set forth in Claims 1-3 appear to be novel and appear to involve an 
inventive step. 

The inventions set forth in Claims 1-3 also appear to have industrial applicability. 
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
